COMPLAINT FOR INJUNCTION RELIEF 



1. This is an action under the Freedom of Information Act, 5 U.S.C. Section 552, 
to order the production of agency records, concerning (Files (40-FN-00070- 
2010, Case# CP-40-DP-00©0115/2010,116/2010,117/2010,1I8/2010) in it*s 
entirety of reports, personal/transcripts from caseworkers, supervisors, aids, co- 
ops, foster parents, Guardian Ad Litem, State Police 
Statements/reports/pictures, doctors evaluations, psychological evaluations, 
transcripts/personal notes from attorneys, video recordings, interviews, 
transcripts from court hearings), which defendant has improperly withheld 
from plaintiff. 

2. This court has jurisdiction over this action pursuant to Act 5 U.S.C. Section 552 
(a)(4)(B). 

3. Plaintiff, (Judith A. Bonawitz), is a care giver and author employed by (Carl D. 
Taney through Independent Living for the Aging and self publisher) and is the 
requester of the records which defendants is now withholding. Plaintiff has 
requested this information for prompt release of the information will be 
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necessary to prove " Good Cause** to convince the Court to expedite 
consideration of your case. If expedited processing is not necessary in your case, 
omit this sentence and paragraph (2) from the request for relief. 

4. Defendants (Luzerne County Children and Youth Services along with the 
Luzerne County Clerk of Courts) is an agency of the United States and has 
possession of the documents that plaintiff seeks. Agency has filed information in 
the Luzerne County Office of Clerk of Courts and some maybe held in the Well 
Department at Luzerne County Court House. 

5. By letter dated (1-19-2011, subpoenas, personally requested are enclosed), 
plaintiff requested access to (FOe (40-FN-00070-2010, Case # CP-40-DP- 
0000115/2010, 116/2010, 117/2010, 118/2010), in it's entirety/tenancy of reports, 
personal/transcripts from caseworkers, supervisors, aids, co-ops, foster parents, 
Guardian Ad Litem, State Police Statements/reports/pictures, doctors 
evaluations, psychological evaluations, transcripts/personal notes from 
attorneys, video recordings, interviews, transcripts from court hearings). A copy 
of this letter, letters, subpoenas is attached as Exhibit 1. 

6. By letter dated (10-18-2010), plaintiff was denied access to the requested 
information on the grounds that it was exempt from disclosure under 
Exemption (one was not given), For the subpoenas that are enclosed; Family 
Court Judge stated - "Anyone can get a subpoena. It's like a kid in a candy 
store.**(Stated during court hearing.) From the agency of Luzerne County 
Children and Youth Service Workers "We need more time to find it.", Act 5 
U.S.C. Section (b) (10-22-2010). A copy of this letter is attached as Exhibit 2. 

7. By letter dated (1-19-2011); plaintiff appealed the denial of this request. A copy 
of this letter is attached as Exhibit 3. 

8. Plaintiff has a right of access to the requested information under Act 5 TJ.S.C. 
Section 552 (a)(3), and there is no legal basis for dependants denial of such 
access. 

9. Plaintiff has a right to have in request in writing by court and defendant's why 
the requested information under Act 5 U.S.C. Section 552 (a)(3), if Plaintiff is 
denied access under Act 5 U.S.C. Section (a)(3). 
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WHEREFORE, plaintiff requests this Court: 

(1) Order defendants to provide access to the requested documents; 

A. Every Letter and Notice From the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania Department of Public Welfare Harrisburg, 
Pennsylvania (CHILDLINE & ABUSE REGISTRY 
DEPARTMENT) Given by Luzerne County Children and Youth 
Services is to report every and all victim of suspected child or 
student abuse. (Enclosed is a letter from CHILDLINE that I have 
requested and gotten. Normally a letter from the Department of 
Public Welfare on suspected child or student abuse is mailed from 
Harrisburg. Pa to the person suspected of abuse. Not in file and not 
at CHILDLINE. 

B. Every CY-47, CY-130, CY-131, CY- 890. Not found in file. 

C. Missing video recordings that x-attorneys and I have requested 
over and over. Agency's reply is that they are still trying to locate 
them. 4/26/10, 5/3/10, 5/4/10, 5/5/10, 5/17/10, 6/8/10, 6/15/10, 
7/13/10, 7/20/10, request all copies of all videos. Even the ones 
that have been recorded with the year as 2021 during recording. 

D. Have found several documents that someone from the agency of 
Luzerne County Children and Youth signed my signature to. 
(Copies enclosed - because the Luzerne County DA's Detectives 
that I went to file charges on stated to me "That Children and 
Youth can sign my name to any document they want." I would 
like to see a court document that I gave power of attorney to 
Luzerne County Children and Youth to sign my name. I know 
that I have not. When I do get my complete files from Luzerne 
County Children and Youth Services and I find my signature 
signed to documents I would like the court to press charges on 
and every signature that is not mine. Signing someone's name to 
any document is a criminal action. 
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E. Several papers from the agency states that my address on 
3/18/2010 is 47 Plantation Rd. Wapwallopen Pa. 18660. Dated 
and signed by Danica Fosko Stating Caseworker. (47 Plantation 
Rd. Is Bob Taney's address. Danica Fosko should have went to 
that address and not a different address that was not reported to 
agency.) Copy enclosed. On top of ACCESS TO STATE 
POLICE RECORDS DATED 3/18/2010. Enclosed is my criminal 
report - You can see that my address at the time was still 28 E. 
Court, Lewisburg, Pa. 17837 Dated 3/18/2010. I win not take no 
more excuses nor clerical errors. Under Title 42 U.S.C. Section 
671 (a)(6) of State Plan for forester care and adoption assistance: 
(a) Requisite features of State Plan. (6) provides that the State 
agency referred to in paragraph (2) (hereinafter in this part 
referred to as the "State Agency**) will make such reports, in such 
form and containing such information as the Secretary may from 
time to time require, and comply with such provisions as the 
Secretary may from time to time find necessary to assure the 
correctness and verification of such reports; I have wrote for it to 
be corrected. Agency states they don*t need to correct nor verify 
the information. 

F. Request State Police Statements of Children being in any kind of 
Danger when came to Plaintiff address. Along with search 
warrants that was asked for on Dates of March 18, 2010, March 
26, 2010, April 15, 2010, and May 13, 2010. (Property is posted 
Private Property) Any and all charges filed by State Police against 
Plaintiff when at Plaintiffs house and pictures taken by the State 
Police. 



G. Request State Police recording around or about April 21 to 28, 
2010 along with Recording from state police car on around or 
about April 21, 2010 when plaintiff asked officer to trace a plate 
number that has been following her. Also recording that officer 
did trace plate number to an employee at Luzerne County 
Children and Youth and never filed report. 

H. Request to know whom put marks and burns on my children in 
the care and Custody of Luzerne County Children and Youth. 
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I. Request to see everything done by Luzerne County Children and 
Youth Services of reasonable efforts done by agency to keep 
children within their own home. I have requested and brought up 
in Family County and Agency's Attorney and Luzerne County 
Children and Youth Workers as stated in Court "I don't know 
that law." Under Title 42 U.S.C Section (a){15) effective October 
1, 1983, provides that, in each case, reasonable efforts will be made 
(A) prior to the placement of a child in foster care, to prevent or 
eliminate the need for removal of the child from his home, and (B) 
to make it possible for the child to return 
home; 

J. Request to see what paper work sent to the Federal Government 
for payment after 180 days of placement What reasonable efforts 
sent along to get that grant. 

K. Department Of Child Welfare has stated " THE WAY THAT THE 
COUNTY DESCRIBES THE RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN HER 
SISTER AND HER MOTHER'S BOYFRIEND DOES NO MAKE 
SENSE.** (I don't nor have I had a boyfriend. The person this 
county is describing is an x friend of the family. He never lived 
with us and may understanding of a boyfriend is someone you have 
kissed or had a sexual relationship with; I never did. Friends don't 
do that.) Financial Information on one child that is now an adult 
and out of the services; same department has SSI $430.00 Claim # 
190749652 and payee is Luzerne County CYS. Still to this day 
can't get SSI in adults name. I would like to know why the 
Agency of Children and Youth are still getting SSI for an individual 
not in their custody nor care? 

L. Would like to know why Plaintiff can't place my minor children on 
my health insurance coverage? Would like to know why agency has 
Plaintiff only making $600.00 a month? Plaintiff doesn't get no 
public help nor state help because Plaintiff makes more then the 
state requires to be approved for help through the state. 

M. Request all reports made to the Luzerne County Commissioners 
and Human Recourses by Plaintiff when Plaintiff found marks 
and burn marks on her children, being assaulted in front of guests 
in plaintiff home, request what that commissioners and human 
recourse has done? I know that nothing was done because not 
even two weeks later one child was rapped. 
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N. Request police and hospital reports that Senior Judge Charles 
Brown Jr. told Brien Steve to make sure that Plaintiff gets 
everything about the rape. Plaintiff still doesn't have that 
information. 

O. Plaintiff has requested updates on one child that has been 
hospitalized and had to go through more testings. Plaintiff has 
never gotten a written nor stated update. 

P. Plaintiff would request that if Plaintiff finds any miss statements 
or information about family and Plaintiff that Plaintiff can file an 
assignment of errors that will follow a lawsuit. 

Q. Plaintiff has only gotten 3 transcripts from court hearings. Several 
are still missing or never gotten. 

R. Explanation on why John Betlino was never state trained to 
represent children Under Fast Track if a child(ren) is miss 
represent that case is to be closed and child(ren) returned. 

S. Explanation from Kathy Boltz when Plaintiff gave her the 
information about Plaintiffs brother's memorial, so Plaintiffs 
children could be there. Plaintiffs children's uncle Chief of the 
Iroquois and have my children go to pow wows in Forksville Pa 
held by the Delaware Nation because the nation invited us and 
talked about all the great things that their uncle has done. (No 
myself and children are not licensed and will never be until every 
American is for their culture and beliefs. My grandmother was 
taken By social workers and government off of the Native 
American Reservation and adopted out. The VTA never keep good 
records. Brown's Law was to be destroyed on the way it targeted 
Native American Culture.) 
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T. Just because Plaintiff is a single parent doesn't give the agency tbe 
right to state Plaintiff is high risk (This is discrimination against 
single parents). Yes, Plaintiff is a mother of five living children, 
one teen the agency has down as pregnant under Constitutional 
Law is an adult, one teen was pregnant and never told Plaintiff the 
trust around or about Feb 15, 2010. Then the teen stated to 
Plaintiff where it took place. It was not in Plaintiffs house and 
without Plaintiffs knowledge. Both of Plaintiffs children was 
getting parental care just not in Luzerne County. Three children 
in counseling; because Plaintiff seen signs of depression, anxiety, 
one child a fire bug, and artificial cut marks. Plaintiff made a deal 
with Plaintiff children. Agreement was that they go to counseling; 
if not and Plaintiff sees another mark, burn marks on walls, any 
signs of depression or anxiety, Plaintiff will have to admit child to 
BB2 for help. This is a sign of a parent that cares about Plaintiffs 
own children. 

U. AH documents from Union County Children and Youth Services 
by a Kathy Pino in it's entirety. If family information is 
misleading and is not corrected Plaintiff will follow charges on a 
Kathy Pino along with her supervisor at the time and Director of 
Union County. 

V. Plaintiff would like to see documents from Selinsgrove, 

Lewisburg, or any law enforcement that Plaintiff is a substance 
abuser? Agency of Luzerne County Children and Youth Service 
Workers has this marked in a court document and signed by a 
Judge. I request to see this information verifying their 
information (From 1973 to 2012). An Explanation by Judge Lupus 
on way he would sign a court document without having the 
proper information? Plaintiff has asked to meet with him through 
his sectary. Never got a phone call nor letter from Judge Lupus. 

W. Request an explanation from Brien Steve on why he took 
Pictures of property Plaintiff is not renting and added to 
Plaintiffs file? Own of the property never gave Brien Steve 
permission to take pictures of his property. Brien Steve was 
only to be on the property Plaintiff is renting. An explanation 
Why one child in the custody and care of the agency went to 

Brien Steve about being threatened? Why did he ignore the 

child? 
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X. Plaintiff would like an explanation by the Director of Luzerne 
County Children and Youth Services why he doesn't check to 
Make sure that his workers are doing their jobs by law that 
is mandated for the agency? 

Y. Request by Law Enforcement on every family member that does 
not have Plaintiffs children. Agency states they have reports of 
abusive family members. Plaintiff request to see it through proper 
trained law enforcement not by a agency that has never been 
properly trained to investigate a crime. 



(2) Expedite this proceeding as provided for in Act 28 U.S.C. Section 1657; 

(3) Award plaintiff costs and reasonable attorneys fee in this action, as provided in 
Act 5 U.S.C. Section 552 (a)(4)(E); and 

(4) Grant such order and further relief as may deem just and proper.
